IN MODERN DAMASCUS. 


Sight* In Iti P«iclnaUnu Street! an* 


Ik* Charming Pictorea«»» 


Bauri. 


Cross-legged upon and velvet couch 


the citizen of Damascus smokes his, 
cigarette or nargileh, sips his coffee or 
iralti—astrong-drinkflaToredwithanise 
seed—and looks dreamily out upon the 
r.orld. In the heat of the day his fa- 
porite retreat is the khadow of orange 
or mulberry trees on the banksof those 
rivers which Xaaman preferred to "all 
Lie waters of Isrwl." Thi rippling 
Sarada is a flute not* in the-lazy drone 
of conversation. When the dark blue 
shadows have crept down the moun- 
tains the Damascene Beeks the crowd- 
ed street or square and Ms long robes 
and turbnu are added to the bright 
lines that extend in front of the cafes. 
There he Bite for hours without open- 
ing his lips, except to draw in the thin, 
acrid smoke, of the hubble-bubble, 
thus the sober citizen takes his pleas- 
ure. 


If he is "a young man about town" 


he may plunge recklessly into the ei- 
sitcments of the cafe chantant, and, 
Mill with coffee and narglieh before 
him, listen to adaptations of western 
songs and "sketches" sung and played 
by Greeks and Dalmatians. Women 
may not share these public amuse- 
ments, and not even a progressive 
county councillor could find fault with 
the performance. 
It is blamelessly 


dull, and as respectable and almost a» 
stupid as a suborban drawing-room 
parlj. The only difference is that all 
the ladies smoke—openly—and that 
the dancing girls would shrink from 
the skirt dance. Like the Japanese 
geishas and the Indian nautch dancers, 
they seldom move their feet from the 
floor. 


Not even in Damascus, where nature 


has laughed and been radiant for cen- 
turies of centuries, theoriental is a dull 
person whoac features rarely relax 
from their intent look of dignified con- 
templation. There is only one place 
in which he appears a natural man, 
and that is the bazar. There, in the<i» 
long passages with vaulted roof, life 
palpitates Lot blooded. Sleek Syrian, 
hungry Turk, apple-cheeked Druse 
and stately Bedouin are men and wom- 
en when they come to barter. The ba- 
zar's of Damascus are famous in the 
east. Their importance has become 
lesf since the opening of traffic in the 
Red sea and the Persian gulf, jet their 
picturesque interest, is still great. They 
form a labj'rinth of courts and arcades, 
open to the sky or under lofty-vaulted 
roof—arcades long, straight and broad, 
with modern shops; arcades narrow, 
winding and ancient, with dark re- 
cesses where figures in turbans and 
long robes squat among the merchan- 
dise thumbing the koraa or reciting 
praj'crs. 


As in western Europe, when trod« 


were guilds, each tet of merchants hod 
its own quarter, thoiigh Uie tendency 
Is to remove these landmarks. There 
is, for example, the silk bazar, where, 
unless you haggle over paras, you are 
UKclj' to pay dear for embroideries and 
ielicate tissues of Damascus and Alep- 
po. The goldsmith's bazar is disap- 
pointing. It is a gloomy court with a 
beggarly arraj of coins and "antjques" 
in locked cases. 
The s>our.<] of the 


hammer leads one to the coppersmith's, 
n"ho moke those enorir.uus trajr, with 
which the peasants aud Eecloum meas- 
ure their neighbor's hospitality. Nar- 
row strips of Persian carpet, "Damas- 
:us" tlades forged e.t Solingen, crim 
son leather slippers embroidered with 
silver thread, gaudy 
saddles 
and 


bridles, catch the eye as on« canters 
through arcade after arcade.—London 
Standard.

prisoners is worfce in Morocco thau in 
jri_i other country in the world. 


Men are arrested—often merely (c 


spite some one whom tliey have been so 
unfortunate as to offend, and who po* 
ssr'&b some power—and flung into pris- 
on, where they would he left ta 
starve did not tiicir relatives or friends 
bring them food, for no arrangements 
whatever are Inade by the authorities 
for the feeding of prisoners. All that ia 
provided is n prison, generally crowded 
with prisoners uyingof the most loath- 
sonic and infectious diseases, d«rl; and 
unvcntilated; and custodians who are 
quite as. brutal and earage as the prison 
system itself. 


Prisoners are cast into these hotbeds 


of disease, generally without the most 
farcicaJ pretense of a trial, to liie and 
rot if their crimes are light, or lh«ir 
enemies impotent. Otherwise they are 
probably tortured in some wa^' or an- 
other. Starving merely is too good for 
them in the opinion of the authorities
